TICE OF THE U. S. .SUPREME COURT.

TVASH1NGTON. July 6—When Wil- 


liam Howard Tatt dons the silken 
robes of chief Justice on the convening 
of the supreme court next October, he 
mgaln will have, picked up the judicial 
care, which was his life's ambition, 
but which he abandoned in 1S93 at ihe 
Imporlunlty 
of 
President 
Mclslnley 


and Secretary of War Ellhu Hoot. 
Taft, eduacted in 
the 
law, v!»wea 
u the pinnacle of his hopes a neat on 
the federal supreme bench. 
Ho haQ 


risen rapidly, following his gradua- 
tion 
from 
Yale, and was 
presiding 


judge of the United Slates court for 
the southern Ohio district when Pres- 
ident McKlnley, following the report 
of the Schurman commission on the 
Philippines, wired him to call at the 
White House. 
That visit was to change Tafts en- 


tire career: to lift him from the Judi- 
cial pursuits he loved; throw him into 
the arena'of national politics; mnke 
»nd unmake him as president, and 
finally return him. under another Ohio 
president, to the career from which no 
had 'been drafted. 
McKinley told Tatt-that he wanted 


•him to go to the Philippines as gov- 
ernor general and set up a civil gov- 
ernment there. Root joined the presi- 
dent in his plea, and. although loath 
to abandon his work on tKe bench, 
Taft consented. 


As he told a friend In later years. 


he "choee the road to Damascus" and 
•wound up far afield. But the appoint- 
ment by President Harding places him, 
finally, at the goal for which he sjarl- 
ed.After a year and a half in the Phil- 
ippines. Taft returned to be Secretary 


of War under Roosevelt. 
Roosevelt's 


control of his party organization put 
Taft across for tho republican nomina- 
tion and election as president in 1303 


Tafl. the jurist, has been praised for 


his powers of reasoning- and his un- 
assailable logic. 
But in practical pol- 


itics it appeared that ho was devoid 
of political judgment. 


Taft's weakness as president, 
his 


close friends will tell you, however, 
was not that he couldn't use the poli- 
tical moves lhat would keep him out 
of trouble, but that he wouldn't stoop 
to make them. 


Thty cite the case of the treaty of 


reciprocity with Canada, which he 
sponsored vigorously- against the ad- 
vice of many party leaders. 
On the 


day he signed the bill he 
greeted a 


caller with the announcement: 


"Well, we've now got a treaty of 


reciprocity with Canada." , 


"That so; what do you thnk of It?" 


tho caller Inquired. 
, 


'I 
think I've signed my political 


death warrant," Taft replied, "but it's 
worth it." 


Again, In 1912, when the. fight was 


hottest for delegates to the 
Chicago 


convention, a senator, through an In- 
termediary, approached Taft on the 
subject of a pardon for a man con- 
victed of murder, wllh the Intimation 
that a pardon jnlght mean the switch- 
ing of a block'of delegates. 


"Tell him." Taft sent back word, 


"that I'm not trading murderers for 
delegates."

Do Flying Fish Fly or Simply 


Soar? 


By WALLACE CRAIG 


Professor, University of Maine 


If you should go on a long voyage In 


the warm southern seas, either the 
Atlantic or the Pacific, you would be 
almost sure to be entertained by the 
sight of fishes rising from the water 
ind flying for some distance through 
he air. 
Flying fish have a peculiar, power- 
ul tail hy means of which they dart, 
[uick as a flash, to the surface of the 
rater and out Into the air. 
There is difference of opinion as to 
.'hether flying: fish can fly In the strict 
ense of the word, or can only soar.

LONDON. July 6,—(By the Associ- 


ated Press)—A "white paper" on the 
oil situation was given out yesterday. 
It is in ihe form of a note which Lord 
Curzon. ihc"foreign secretary sent to 
Sir Auckland Geddes, British ambassa- 
dor to the United States, under dale ot 
April 
2V, which enclosed for the am- 


bassador's information, in reply to his 
inquiries, a memorandum compiled by 
ihe British petroleum department giv- 
ing statistics on the oil resources ot 
every part o£ the British empire 
and 


showing an extremely small oil pro- 
duction and the absence of any gen-

eigners from the oil producing areas. 


The memorandum says that in vast 


areas where there are no restrictions 
no foreign country lias attempted

Soar?

If you should [jo on a long1 voyage In 


the warm southern seas, either the 
Atlantic or the Pacific, you would be 
almost sure to be entertained by the 
sight of fishes rising from the water 
nd flying1 for some distance through 
he air. 
Flying- fish have a peculiar, power- 
U tail by means "of \vhich they dart, 
inck as a Rash, to the surface of the 
v.iter and out into tho air. 


There is difference of opinion as to 


.nether flying- fish can fly in the strict 
ense of tho word, or can only soar.

tates that ho saw flying fishes flap- 
'ing^ their fins like wings, and turning

It is in the form of a note which J.ord 
Ciirzon, the foreign secretary sent

Sir Auckland Geddes. British ambassa- 
dor to the United States, tinder date ot 
April 21, which enclosed for the am- 
bassador's information, In. reply to his 
inquiries, a memorandum compiled by 
the British petroleum department giv- 
ing statistics 
on the oil resources of 


every part of the British empire and 
showing an extremely small oil pro- 
duction and the absence of any gen- 
eralp olicy for the 
exclusion of for- 


eigners from the oil producing areas. 


The memorandum says that in vast 


areas where there are no 
restrictions 


no foreign country has attempted, to 
explore (or oil. excep tin British North 
Borneo, while in Canada nnd Trinidad, 
where restrictions are enforced, for- 
eign capital has 
been working for 


many years. 


"It can 
therefore, hardly, be con- 


lended the restrictions imposed any 
serious disability on 
foreign 
enter- 


prise," the memorandum argues as re- 
gards the closed door policy. "Xo real 
parallel can fairly be dr&wn between 
the British empire, with Its small and 
scattered production, and a country 
liko the United States, producing two- 
thtrds of tho world's output uriihEn her 
home territory."

tions by "trusts and monopolies," ihus 
increasing the burden the people must 
carry. 


Mr. Frear referred to the argument 


that protection for Ihe dye manufac- 
turers was necessary for national de- 
fense and asked why it was necessary 
to assume that the nation would be 
thrown into a great war and at the 
same time "to grant practically exclu- 
sive rlghis of dye manufacture, to a 
recognized monopoly." 


"Protection, the keystone of republi- 


can doctrine, is thrown to the wind 
in the chemical dye schedule." 
Mr. 
Frcar said. 


The question which must be decided 


by republicans in congress, he added, 
was. "Can the bill, as drawn, be de- 
fended?" Its 
critics, he contended, 


would disclose how far It exceeds 
stirctly productive lines In a revenue 
way and where it becomes prohibitive.

here and abroad." 


No Inkling came from the other re-

nated so that the treaty bound both

lecame Involved in war. On July

911, the alliance was renewed for a 
erm of ten years so that within a few 
veeks it will probably be renewed in a 
modified form. Some. British states- 
men are In favor of submitting the new 
draft of the treaty to the United States 
;overnment for approval, but this is not 
likely to be done except for a quid pro 
quo. 
The more recent modification 


made upon the treaty provided that 
should either ot the contracting parties 
conclude a treaty of general arbitration 
with a third power it IE agreed that 
nothing In the treaty should be allowet 
to nullify the peaceful aims of the ar- 
bitration agreement with a third pow- 
er. 
Following 
the Import of this 


amendment to tne treaty, it is highlj 
probable lhat England will seek to se- 
cure a general arbitration treaty with 
the United States ar.d thus place this 
nation outside the provisions of the cf- 
fenslve and defensive alliance between 
England and Japan.
